EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows: 

In the claims : 

In claim 1, line 14, the recitation "blade;" has been deleted and -blade having a smooth 
shearing edge;- has been inserted in lieu thereof. 

COMMENTS ON ALLOWANCE 

It is to be noted that the saw blade 50 of the secondary reference to Clark (which was 
used to read on the "coulter blade" recited in claim 1) has a series of saw teeth 54 and is not a 
smooth shearing edge. There is no suggestion or motivation to change the saw teeth edge 54 of 
Clark to a smooth edge since this would destroy the function of the saw blade 50 (it would no 
longer function as a saw blade). In any event, any modification of Clark would involve an 
improper modification of a secondary reference (Clark). The edges (unnumbered) of the saw 
blade 50 above the saw teeth 54 of Clark do not function as shearing edges. It is to be further 
noted that the other art of record, for example Pettersson '551, Larson '028 and Pratt '815 show 
various agricultural implements with extensions but fail to show coulter blades as extensions and

also fail to show each of the opposing side walls comprising an extension that is exterior to the 
pan and is tapered toward the open end of the socket. With respect to Rich et al. 9 extension 
member 50 is not a coulter blade but is an elongated bar and, in any event, the opposing side 
walls of member 28 do not have the extension 50, but rather the extension 50 is attached to a 
flange 29.
